Infantile  Mortality  Rate 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  among  infants 
of  under  one  year  of  age  per  thousand  registered  live  births.  There 
Y7as  one  infantile  death  under  one  year  of  age  and  247  births  in  the 
area. 


The  National  rate  was  18.5  deaths  among  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  per  thousand  live  births  and  the  Dorset  rate  was  12,3  deaths. 
Our  figure  is  too  small  to  work  out  an  accurate  comparative  rate  but 
the  approximate  figure  compares  quite  well  with  the  County  infantile 
mortality  rate. 


CONTROL  OF  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE 


Diphtheria:  No  notifications  of  Diphtheria  have  been  received  in  the 
district  for  19  years.  Cases  continue  to  occur  in  England  and  ?/ales 
and  six  cases  were  notified  in  I967.  It  is  necessary  to  maintain  the 
high  level  of  artificial  immunity  in  children  to  prevent  Diphtheria 
carriers  returning  to  a community. 


Cough:  Nineteen  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  and  many 
more  vi/ould  have  occurred  but  for  the  immunisation  campaign.  Some 
children  get  a modified  form  of  the  disease  when  infected  many  months 
after  vaccination.  It  is  important  tha^t  babies  under  the  age  of  2 
years  should  be  protected  as  the  disease  is  more  serious  in  the  very 


young. 
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Tetanus:  This  infection  occurs  rarely  and  is  not  notifiable.  I 
am  unaware  if  cases  occurred  in  1967*  One  of  the  reasons  prompting 
the  tetanus  vaccination  campaign  is  the  difficulty  in  administering 
anti-tetanus  serum  in  an  emergency.  Severe  allergic  reactions  can 
occur,  and  if  it  is  being  given  on  a second  occasion  its  protective 
power  does  not  last  so  long.  If  an  adult  or  child  has  ever  received 
anti-tetanus  serum  after  an  injury  it  is  important  that  a course  of 
active  protection  v/ith  anti-tetanus  toxoid  is  received. 

Poliomyelitis : No  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  notified  for  nine 
years  but  I9  cases  occurred  in  England  and  Wales.  This  again  is 
directly  due  to  the  use  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine.  It  is  already 
becoming  difficult  to  think  back  a decade  to  the  time  when  a case  of 
poliomyelitis  in  a village  caused  so  much  grief  and  worry  to  all 
parents.

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  above  figures. 

In  judging  the  state  of  immunity  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  district  experiences  about  250  births  per  year.  Thus  well  over 
of  children  have  been  immunised.  Ca.use  for  concern  about  the 
presence  of  diphtheria  carriers  arises  when  the  figures  drop  below 
1^0. 


Scarlet  Fever:  Two  cases  were  notified.  This  disease  is  now  much 
less  severe  than  earlier  in  the  Century.  It  can  be  tacicled  fairly 
easil^^  by  modern  antibiotics  and  I suspect  that  the  position  has  now 
been  reached  when  it  occasionally  occurs  and  remains  unrecognised  b^;^ 
parents. 
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Measles;  Two  hundred  and  sixty  cases  of  this  disease  were  noti- 
fied and  I am  hoping  that  this  is  the  last  occasion  that  I shall 
be  in  a position  to  report  to  you  such  an  occurrence.  A satis- 
factory "one  shot"  attenuated  live  measles  vaccine  has  now  been 
marketed  and  early  in  1968  we  were  informed  that  an  anti-measles 
campaign  v/ould  start  in  the  Spring. 

Measles  is  a very  lowering  disease.  It  may  cause  encephalitis 3 
is  responsible  for  paving  the  way  to  many  dangerous  secondary  infect- 
ions by  other  organisms,  and  brings  about  a small  number  of  deaths 
each  year  na.tionally. 

Scabies : Several  cases  of  scabies  occurred  in  the  district  in  1966 

and  early  in  196? ^ a,rticles  appeared  in  the  m^edical  press  suggest- 
ing that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  disease  nationally.  The 
Council  agreed  to  make  the  disease  notifiable  under  powers  given 
in  Section  14-7  of  the  Public  Hesilth  Act  1936,  and  formal  arrangements 
for  this  commenced  on  l6th  November.  the  close  of  the  year  one 

case  onl^T'  was  notified. 

Sca,bies  requires  very  careful  treatment  by  the  patient  and  unless 
detailed  explanation  of  this  is  given,  the  disease  can  well  progress 
to  a clironic  state.  Notification  also  gives  me  the  opportunity  to 
trace  back  the  infection  from  the  original  carrier. 

Food  Po_is_pp_irig:  Six  cases  were  notified  embracing  two  domestic  out- 
breaks but  no  cause  could  be  found,  A minor  epidemic  of  vomiting 
with  some  diarrhoea  occurred  among  children  at  Broadmayne  and 
Buckland  Nevrbon,  but  no  food  poisoning  organisms  were  isolated  from 
pathological  specimens  and  the  history  in  both  villages  pointed  to 
no  common  source  of  infection. 

Paratyphoid:  Outbreaks  of  enteritis  among  pigs  at  three  farms  in  the 

district  v/ere  traced  to  the  organism  Salmonella  cholerae-suis , by 
the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer.  This  is  the  old  Paratyphoid  C 
organism.  It  rarely  infects  huma^ns  but  when  it  does  find  a pathi/vay 
to  a susceptible  human  host  it  produces  a severe  enteric  illness 
which  may  be  fcital  despite  modern  drugs. 

On  each  occasion  personnel  in  charge  of  infected  pigs  v/ere 
■warned  to  maintain  high  standards  of  personal  hygiene  and  their 
family  doctors  were  acquainted  with  the  danger. 

Brucellosis  or  Undulant  Fever:  Although  this  disease  is  not  notifi- 
able I was  informed  of  two  human  cases  v/hich  had  occurred  jji  persons 
consuming  raw  milk.  Again  this  disease  only  seems  to  attack  certain 
persons  who  are  susceptible.  The  illness  is  severe,  a.nd  prolonged 
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intermittently,  responding  slowly  to  antibiotics*  The  disease  is 
caused  hy  an  organism  which  also  infects  cattle. 

On  these  occa,sions  I inform  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector 
who  is  directly  responsible  for  milk  sampling,  and  call  upon  the 
farmer  or  retailer.  Later  if  infected  milk  is  proven  it  may  be  nec- 
essary to  ask  that  certain  cows  are  removed  from  the  milking  herd,  or 
that  their  milk  is  heat  treated  before  being  consumed.  Pasteurisation 
kills  Brucella  abortus  and  it  should  be  more  mdely  ioiown  by  the  house- 
v/ife  that  bottled  milk  under  the  terms  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations  I963  may  bear  one  of  three  legends. 

"Pasteurised”  "Sterilised"  "Untreated" 

The  latter  term,  "Untreated"  is  used  in  the  sense  that  the  milk 
has  not  been  heat  trea.ted  in  any  way. 

Anthrax;  Pour  cattle  died  of  this  infection  during  the  year.  The 
disease  is  only  dangerous  to  humans  if  the  initial  infection  remains 
undiagnosed.  It  is  my  routine  to  enquire  the  names  of  those  persons 
working  at  the  farm  and  to  inform  the  fa-mily  doctors  of  the  circum- 
stances. 

Disinfection  of  the  premises  is  the  statutory  duty  of  the  Police, 
The  usual  source  of  anthrax  infection  in  this  country  is  imported 
bone  meal  but  no  proof  of  this  V7a.s  available  for  these  ca,ses. 

International  Vaccination  Certificates : 

These  certificates  for  internationa.1  travel  give  evidence  of 
vaccination  against  smallpox  or  cholera.  The  local  authority  stamp 
certifies  that  the  signature  of  the  issuing  doctor  is  that  of  a regist- 
ered medical  practitioner  imown  to  me.  The  number  of  certificates 
a-uthenticated  varies  depending  upon  the  amount  of  sma-llpox  prevalent 
in  other  countries  as  well  as  our  ovm.  In  196?,  256  certificates  were 
issued.  In  I966,  a year  when  minor  smallpox  was  about  in  England  aaid 
Wales  the  number  of  certificates  dealt  with  was  3^9*

In  the  past  members  have  asked 
that  some  idea  of  the  reason  for 

me  to  break  da^rn  the  causes  of  death 
deaths  at  certain  ages  could  be  gained 

In  such  a relatively  small  population  it  is  difficult  to  draw  useful 
conclusions  from  doing  this  but  ihe  following  table  may  be  helpful. 

The  figures  refer  to  deaths  occurring  in  Dorchester  Borough  and  in 
Dorchester  Rural  District  combined. 
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Our  waiting  list  for  elderly  persons^  accommodaticn  on  1st 
January  I968  was  129.  This  figure  does  not  necessarily^  convey  an  idea 
of  demand  because  many  persons  only  apply  v/hen  they  feel  they  have  the 
chance  of  modern  amenities  and  can  actually^  see  a brick  structure  rising 
before  their  eyes  in  their  own  village.  The  lack  of  amenities  in  rural 
living  certainly  produces  crises  earlier  in  the  lives  of  the  elderly 
than  in  the  town.  Many  good  neighbours  carry  water  and  bury  night  soil 
in  the  garden  for  elderly  persons,  particularly  in  Jcanuary  and  February. 
Main  services  enable  independence  to  continue  for  many  years  and  all 
our  tenants  in  elderly  persons^  accommodation  with  or  wdthout  w’-a,rden 
service  have  a self-contained  dv/elling  v/ith  the  key  of  their  own  front 
door . 

More  dv^ellings  for  elderly  persons  are  needed  at  such  centres  as 
Madden  Newton,  Puddletovm  and  Chickerell,  a-nd  more  tenants  should  be 
encouraged  to  transfer  from  the  older  three  bedroomed  houses  vdiich  at 
present  many  under  occupy.  One  obsta.cle  to  this  is  the  difference  in 
rent  betv/een  the  older  co  ncil  house  a.nd  the  new  two  bedroomed  dwelling 
which  can  be  dearer.  This  may  \Nell  be  an  argument  in  favour  of  build- 
ing one  bedroomed  dwellings  and  self-contained  bed/sitting  room  flats. 
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Both  axe  popular  Vifith  the  elderly.  They  cost  little  to  heat  and  a.re 
easy  to  keep  clean.  The  objection  to  the  inability  to  put  up  a 
guest  for  the  night  can  be  overcome  by  having  guest  bedrooms  under 
the  general  care  of  the  warden. 

With  help  from  the  Surveyor,  I set  out  below  a list  of  housing 
for  old  people  in  the  district,  much  of  which  is  occupied,  some  in 
course  of  construction  and  some  planned.

During  the  year  I paid  a great  many  visits  to  elderly  persons 
requiring  Council  accommodation.  Health  is  variable  after  the  age  of 
seventy  years,  some  persons  are  v/ell  able  to  look  after  themselves, 
others  can  do  so  if  living  on  the  ground  floor  or  with  the  help  of  a 
warden.  OccaLsiona^lly  one  meets  an  applicant  who  is  really  unable  to 
be  self  sufficient  even  with  modern  amenities.  They  exist  at  hom.e  only 
because  of  a home  help  and  many  good  neighbours  who  they  know  and  who 
have  aided  them  for  years.  A Council  dwelling  even  with  warden  service 
is  not  necessaarily  the  next  correct  move. 


National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951 

Sometimes  I am  caviled  upon  to  visit  elderly  persons  who  are  liv- 
ing in  difficult  circums trances  and  jjossibly  suffering  from  some  medical 
degenerative  condition.  There  may  also  be  a house  in  poor  repair,  no 
local  relatives,  no  near  neighbours  or  elderly  neighbours  barely  able 
to  look  after  their  own  affairs.  These  persons  can  sometimes  be 
admitted  to  an  old  persons’  home  or  for  hospital  treatment  but  occasion- 
ally even  this  is  refused.  I can  see  their  point  of  view  a.nd  think  it 
fair  to  Seay  that  the  law^  allows  one  to  die  in  one’s  oivn  home  providing 
proper  care  and  afetention  is  being  received. 

It  was  necessary  on  one  occasion  to  obtain  a Magistrate’s  Order 
to  remove  an  old  person  to  Darners  Hospital,  After  expiry  of  the  Order 
at  the  end  of  three  weeks,  the  patient  was  happy  to  continue  in  hospital 
and  no  application  to  renew  the  Order  was  necessary.

Public  Supplies 

Quantity  Supplies  from  public  mains  have  been  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year,  although  there  appears  to  be  little  margin  for  additional 
connections  in  the  Osmington  area.  Shortages  experienced  last  year  in 
Coryates  and  Crossways  have  been  remedied,  though  here  again  there  is 
little  room  for  further  connections. 

Quality  During  the  year  80  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  the  three  Council-owned  supplies,  the  sources  of  which 
are  boreholes  at  Forston,  Portesham  and  Maiden  Newton.  Seven  samples  only 
showed  minimal  contamination,  the  majority  from  Maiden  Newton  supply.  The 
chlorine  dosage  to  this  supply  was  slightly  increased,  since  when  no  further 
unsatisfactory  samples  have  been  received  from  this  source. 

88  such  samples  were  talcen  from  supplies  purchased  by  the  Council  from 
other  Undertakings.  Three  of  these  only  proved  unsatisfactory,  all  from 
the  same  supply,  and  the  contamination  was  remedied  by  the  cleansing  of  a 
small  resei’voir. 

Seven  samples  were  also  taken  during  the  year  for  deteimination  of 
residual  chlorine. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  public  xmter  supplies  in  the  area  continue 
to  be  of  high  bacterial  quality. 

One  chemical  samule  was  taken  during  the  year,  a copy  of  which  is 
reproduced  below.

Private  Supplies 

Quantity  In  one  case  only  has  a private  supply  serving  3 cottages  been 
found  to  be  insufficient.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  secure  the  provision 
of  a main  supply  to  each  of  the  premises. 

Quality  Private  supplies  vary  from  those  supplying  whole  villages  to  those 
supplying  small  communities  and  individual  houses.  A total  of  159  samples 
x^ere  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination  from  57  supplies 
and  of  these  100  were  satisfactory,  16  s-uspect  and  45  unsatisfactory.  Two 
of  the  larger supplies  have  given  cause  for  concein  and  the  oxmers  have  now 
undertaken  works  of  improvement  which  should  result  in  a satisfactory 
quality  in  each  case.  In  all  cases  where  reports  were  other  than 
satisfactory,  sources, and  where  necessary  means  of  storage  and  distribution^ 
have  been  investigated  and  recommendations  made  for  removal  of  the  causes 
of  pollution. 


As  a result  5 sources  have  since  proved  satisfactory  on  subsequent 
sampling. 

There  are  xd.thout  doubt  many  supplies  serving  small  groups  of  houses 
and  individual  properties  of  xfiich  the  department  has  no  knowledge  and  it  is 
hoped  that  time  will  permit  these  to  be  recorded  and  investigated  at  an 
early  date.

Lead  in  Drinking  Water 

In  ITovember  work  was  published  by  the  Medical  Re.search  Council  Social 
Medicine  Unit  concerning  the  concentration  of  lead  in  drinking  water,  where- 
by it  was  found  that  some  waters  xfere  more  plumbo-solvent  than  had  previous  1; 
been  thought.  Accordingly^  we  were  advised  by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer, 
Ministry  of  Health,  that  the  amount  of  lead  in  main  supplies  should  be 
investigated.  Samples  of  drinking  water  which  had  lain  overnight  in  lead 
service  pipes  were  sent  for  analysis  with  the  following  results

The  conclusion  to  be  arrived  at  is  that  all  our  sources  of  supply  are 
mildly  plumbo-solvent,  but  that  water  drawn  from  those  premises  with  lead 
service  pipes  is  unlikely  to  be  a health  hazard. 

Investigation  of  Supplies 

One  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  a Sanitary  Authority  by  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1956,  is  that  of  talcing  "from  time  to  time  such  steps  as  may 
be  necessary  for  ascertaining  the  sufficiency  and  wholesomeness  of  the 
water  supplies  within  their  district".  This  duty  will  of  course  remain 
when  “the  Council's  supplies  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  others,  and 
accordingly  the  department  will  continue  its  surveillance  of  public  as 
well  as  private  supplies  in  these  respects. 

During  the  year  51  inspections  have  been  carried  out  in  respect  of 
water  supplies. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SETORjlGE 


During  the  year  the  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  villages  of 
Ahhotsbury  and  Portesham  was  completed  and  a joint  scheme  for  the  villages 
of  Bradford  Peverell  and  'Stratton  submitted  to  the  Minister.  Thus  ei:ght~^-rv^ 
of  the  larger  villages  in  the  District  and  part  of  Crossways  are  now 
sewered  and  a scheme  for  two  villages  is  well  in  hand.  However  a 
considerable  part  of  the  District  remains  to  be  sewered  and  in  order  to 
achieve  a realistic  order  of  priority  for  future  sewerage  schemes  the 
Council  has  required  the  department  to  survey  drainage  circumstances  in 
unsewered  areas.  This  work  is  now  proceeding  and  during  the  year  1023 
inspections  have  been  made  by  your  officers  in  connection  with  various 
drainage  inves t igati ons . 

22  complaints  concerning  defective  drainage  have  been  received  and 
investigated.  A total  of  25  informal  and  2 formal  notices  have  been  served 
and  improvements  achieved  in  nearly  all  cases.  Legal  proceedings  were 
successfully  taken  in  one  case  where  found  necessaiy.  Disposal  of  farm 
effluent  is  becoming  an  increasing  problem  in  some  parts  of  the  district 
where  obsolete  drainage  systems  cannot  cope  with  the  products  of  rapidly 
changing  farm  methods  or  where  local  topography  makes  satisfactory 
drainage  extremely  difficult  or  expensive.  Advice  to  farmers  and  liaison 
with  the  officers  of  the  Avon  and  Dorset  Water  Board  have  achieved 
improvements  but  there  remains  much  yet  to  be  done  in  this  field. 

The  year  saw  the  acquisition  by  the  Council,  by  agreement  with  the 
owners,  of  the  sewage  disposal  installation  of  a large  holiday  camp  in  the 
District.  The  effluent  disposal  from  this  camp  has  been  a Bource  of 
concern  to  this  Department  for  some  years  and  it  is  most  gratifying  to 
know  that  this  matter  is  now  in  the  Council’s  full  control. 

PUBLIC  CQN\rENIENCES 

The  Council’s  first  Public  Conveniences  were  completed  this  year  in 
the  village  of  Ceme  Abbas,  and  it  is  obvious  from  the  many  complimentary 
remarks  received  or  overheard  that  both  their  provision  and  hi^  standard 
are  much  appreciated.  The  Council  is  to  be  complimented  too  on  the  speedy 

acquisition  of  a mobile  convenience  which  was  sited  throu^out  the  summer 
at  the  popular  coastal  hamlet  of  Osmington  Mills,  where  its  heavy  use 
testified  to  its  great  need  there.  Provision  has  been  made  for  a 
peimanent  convenience  at  Osmington  Mills  next  year  thereby  releasing  the 
mobile  convenience  for  use  elsewhere,  the  most  obvious  need  being  at  the 
nearby  coastal  hamlet  of  Rings tead. 

Work  on  the  peirnanent  convenience  at  Abbotsbury  has  been  commenced 
this  year,  and  this  will  no  doubt  be  completed  for  use  by  the  influx  of 
visitors  this  coming  summer.

137  visits  and  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made  during  the  year 
and  9 informal  notices  served  as  a result  of  which  alterations  and 
improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  4 premises. 

Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations.  1966 

These  Regulations,  v^hich  lay  down  requirements  as  to  food  hygiene  in 
respect  of  markets,  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles,  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  January,  1967.

At  the  end  of  March  the  larger  of  the  three  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  closed  down,  thus  considerably  reducing  meat  inspection  duties. 

100^  inspection  has  been  maintained  at  the  remaining  slaughterhouses  of 
which  one  is  private  and  the  other  is  attached  to  Herrison  Hospital. 

The  success  of  the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  is  reflected  in  the  above  figures  for 
cattle,  and  one  wonders  whether  similar  results  could  now  be  achieved  in 
respect  of  Fascioliasis  (liver  fluke)  which  accounts  for  the  majority  of 
abnormalties  recorded  in  cattle  and  sheep,  and  which  is  undoubtedly  the  cause 
of  great  economic  loss. 

Cysticercosis  is  still  occasionally  encountered,  thus  making  necessary 
the  continuation  of  the  inspection  procedure  for  this  condition. 

Once  again  I must  record  the  appreciation  of  the  Council’s  Officers 
for  the  willing  assistance  of  Dr.  Tee  and  his  staff  at  the  County 
Pathological  Laboratoiy  when  found  necessary. 

51 1 visits  to  the  slaughterhouses  were  made  during  the  year. 

Knackers  Yards 

There  is  one  Knackers  Yard  in  the  District,  which  is  inspected  and  in 
respect  of  which  an  infoimial  notice  was  served  and  has  been  complied  with. 

Poultry  Processing 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  establishments  in  the  District. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations.  1959 

All  milk  producers  are  licensed,  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food. 

Dairies  other  than  farm  dairies  are  registered  by  District  Councils. 
There  are  two  in  this  area.

During  the  year  a total  of  321  inspections  and  visits  were  made  in 
respect  of  duties  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  64  under  the  Public  Health  Acts 
in  connection  with  housing.  19  complaints  concerning  unsatisfactory  housing 
conditions  were  received  and  dealt  with. 

The  relationship  between  sewerage  schemes  and  housing  improvement  is 
an  obvious  one.  Owners  of  sub-standard  houses  are  understandably  unwilling 
to  proceed  with  the  type  of  improvements  which  qualify  for  Grants  at  a time 
when  sewerage  schemes  are  being  considered,  and  conversely  a considerable 
impetus  to  housing  improvement  is  given  in  an  area  once  a sewer  is  provided. 
The  ensuing  year  should  see  improvements  to  many  properties  in  Abbotsbury 
and  Portesham  now  that  the  sewerage  scheme  for  these  villages  is  completed.

3J7©  two  licensed  tented  sites  in  the  area,  one  in  Chickerell  and 

one  in  Fleet,  each  for  100  tents.  Both  are  privately  owned. 

I have  included  caravans  and  tents  under  the  one  heading  because  in 
an  attractive  coastal  area  such  as  this  their  use  for  holiday  purposes  is 
extensive  and  presents  serious  public  health  problems  unless  adec^uate 
licensed  sites  are  provided  for  them.  It  is  clean  that  such  sites  are  far 
from  adequate  in  this  district  as  is  evidenced  by  an  estimated  1,600  tents 
and  a large  but  unknown  nunber  of  transit  caravans  which  are  in  the  coastal 
area  of  the  district  daily  at  the  peak  holiday  period.  In  terms  of  temporary 
population  this  is  approximately  6,000  persons.  Licensed  sites 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  - Public  Health  Act,  1936  - Section  269  (Cont'd) 
exist  for  200  tents  only  and  virtually  no  provision  is  made  for  transit 
caravans,  x^rith  the  inevitable  consequence  that  thousands  of  holiday  makers 
are  accomiiodated  on  unlicensed  sites  providing  inferior  amenities  and 
caravaners  are  driven  to  use  roadside  verges  and  lay-bys  for  overnight 
stops.  The  public  health  hazards  in  such  a situation  are  obvious  and  a 
severe  strain  is  put  on  the  department's  staff  each  summer  as  a result. 

Tenting  and  caravan ing  is  a most  popular  form  of  holiday  making  which 
appears  to  attract  more  devotees  every  year.  It  cannot  be  stopped  and  in 
my  opinion  should  not  be  discouraged  but  it  should  be  properly  catered  for 
by  providing  facilities  and  services  of  the  right  standard.  This  can  be  done 
by  local  authorities  putting  as  fex\r  obstacles  as  possible  in  the  way  of 
private  enterprise  in  the  provision  of  licensed  sites  and  in  the  widespread 
provision  of  licensed  sites  by  local  authorities  themselves. 

As  far  as  this  Council  is  concerned  the  parishes  mostly  affected  are 
the  coastal  ones  of  Osmington,  Chickerell  and  Fleet,  with  O/ermoigne, 

Langton  Herring  and  Abbot sbury  affected  to  a lesser  degree.  The  whole  of 
this  area,  with  the  exception  of  parts  of  Chickerell,  is  designated  as  being 
of  outstanding  natural  beauty  and  it  has  been  argued  that  it  is  already 
disfigured  by  too  many  licensed  caravans  and  tented  sites.  The  fact  remains 
however  that  caravaners  and  campers  will  continue  to  converge  on  the  area 
each  year  and  the  choice  lies  between  an  uncontrolled  annual  blight  of 
caravans  and  tents  parked  and  pitched  in  all  manner  of  unsuitable  and 
unsi^tly  places  and  the  provision  of  properly  sited  and  organised  camping 
and  caravan  sites  supported  by  an  Article  4 Direction  of  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Act,  1947  prohibiting  the  use  of  unlicensed  sites. 

154  inspections  of  caravan  and  tented  sites  have  been  made  during  the 
year  resulting  in  the  service  of  19  informal  notices,  and  much  has  been 
achieved  in  the  maintenance  of  a satisfactory  standard  on  both  licensed 
and  unlicensed  sites. 


PUBLIC  HS/iLTH  ACTS,  1956  & 1961  - 

NUISANCES 


55  complaints  concernnrig  a X'^/'ide  variety  of  nuisances  have  been 
received  and  investigated  requiring  288  visits  and  inspections.  As  a result 
18  informal  and  2 foimal  notices  were  served  and  have  been  complied  with. 
Cause  for  complaint  was  found  to  arise  from  such  differing  causes  as  the 
frequent  conveyance  of  dead  animals  through  a village  street  to  the  tipping 
in  the  summer  without  notice  to  the  Council  of  large  quantities  of  whey 
from  a cheese  factory  into  a pit  used  by  the  Council  for  the  disposal  of 
contents  of  the  cesspool  emptying  machine.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the 
number  of  seasonal  complaints  concerning  the  discharge  of  silage  liquor 
into  watercourses  is  decreasing  annually  as  a result  of  the  growing 
awareness  of  farmers  to  the  very  offensive  nature  of  this  liquor  coupled 
with  the  results  of  work  done  in  this  direction  by  this  Department  and  by 
the  Officer  of  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Authority.  ’’Wilting"  of  the 
silage  crop,  i.c.  not  harvesting  on  the  s-ame  day  -as  cutting,  is  a system  whid 
considerably  reduces  silage  liquor  and  from  the  point  of  view  of  liquor 
disposal  has  much  to  commend  it. 
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NOISE  ABATMENT  ACT,  I960 


Two  complaints  were  received  and  investigated.  One,  arising  from  the 
intermittent  use  of  a grain  crusher  was  found  to  not  warrant  fomal  action, 
informal  approach  to  the  fanner  concerned  did,  however,  secure  some 
improvement.  The  other  conceined  the  use  of  fans  at  newly  constructed 
broiler  houses  and  thorough  investigations  gave  no  grounds  for  action  under 
the  Act, 


PEST  CONTROL 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Treatments  under  the  above  Act  have  continued  to  be  cairied  out  by 
the  Council’s  tr^ro  Rodent  Operatives,  Their  work  included  the  investigation 
of  466  complaints,  routine  sui^ey  of  the  District  throughout  the  year, 
treatments  entailed  by  44  contracts,  14  paid  single  courses  of  treatment, 
and  the  annual  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers. 


It  is  the  Council’s  policy  that  the  service  under  the  Act  should  be 
free  of  charge  when  carried  out  on  domestic  premises  and  chargeable  on 
business  premises  and  farms. 

Two  informal  notices  have  been  served,  both  of  which  were  complied  with.

iimual  contracts  have  been  made  in  respect  of  44  farms  and  other  _ 
premises.  This  is  an  increase  of  14  on  the  previous  year,  their  total  value 
being  £647.  5s,  6d.  These  arrangements  with  f-armers  play  an  import.ant  part 
in  rodent  control  in  the  District,  since  farms  so  often  provide  conditions 
most  suitable  for  the  existence  and  breeding  of  rodents.  Accordingly  efforts 
are  continually  being  made  to  increase  the  number  of  contracts,  with  some 
success.  nzT  _ 
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PEST  CONTROL  (Cont^d) 


Single  Courses  of  Treatment 

14  courses  were  carried  out  during  the  year  on  farais  and  business 
premises.  This  work  is  done  on  a cost  plus  basis. 

Sewers 

During  the  year  all  public  sewers  in  the  District  were  test  baited  for 
rat  infestation  and  no  traces  of  infestation  were  found.  The  results  of 
the  tests  were  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood. 

Other  Pests 

A few  treatments  have  been  carried  out  on  domestic  premises  in  respect 
of  flies,  cockroaches  and  silverfish  and  two  unusual  complaints  of  stoats 
and  pipistrelle  bats  (approximately  200  in  a roof)  were  also  dealt  with. 

REFUSE  COLDBCTION  AM)  DISPOSAL 


Kerbside  Collection 

1967  saw  the  publication  of  the  Report  of  the  Working  Party  on  Refuse 
Storage  and  Collection.  Briefly  this  severely  criticises  the  systems  of 
fortnightly  and  kerbside  collections,  the  skip  method  of  back  door 
collections,  and  restrictions  imposed  by  some  authorities  on  the  quantity 
and  type  of  refuse  they  were  prepared  to  collect.  It  recommends  the  supply 
of  refuse  containers  by  the  local  authority  and  gives  its  approval  only  to 
the  paper  sack  system  and  the  Continental  dustless  loading  method. 

It  is  clear  that  mprovements  in  this  area  will  have  to  be  introduced 
by  stages.  Thus,  although  during  the  year  the  fortnightly  kerbside 
collection  has  continued  to  be  operated,  in  November  the  Council  authorised 
a weekly  kerbside  collection  to  be  commenced  with  effect  from  1st  April, 
1968,  and  an  order  for  the  extra  collection  vehicle  this  necessitates  was 
placed  - an  important  step  towards  an  improved  service. 

Restrictions  imposed  over  many  weeks  by  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
epidemic  created  problems  of  collection  in  such  a rural  area  as  this,  but 
wholehearted  co-operation  was  forthcoming  from  the  residents  affected  and 
the  service  was  maintained  throughout. 

Several  extensions  to  the  route  liave  been  approved  during  the  year 
bringing  the  collection  service  to  an  additional  54  dwellings  and  12  light 
industrial  premises.  8 informal  notices  concerning  refuse  have  been  served 
7 of  which  have  been  complied  with. 

Back  Door  Collections 

The  Council  operates  this  seiTvice  whenever  requested  in  the  case  of 
persons  who  are  infirm  or  over  the  age  of  65,  provided  there  is  no  able 
bodied  person  living  in  the  same  house.  During  the  year  22  additional 
persons  have  taken  advantage  of  the  scheme'. 


Litter 

Collection  is  made  from  Dorset  County  Council  litter  bins  on  classified 
roads,  for  which  a charge  is  made,  and  this  Council  has  maintained  its  own 
litter  bins  on  -unclassified  roads,  and  beauty  spots.  Three  very  large 
accumulations  of  litter  have  been  moved  during  the  year  and  in  two  cases 
the  co-operation  of  the  land  owners  obtained  in  taking  measijres  to  prevent 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  im  DISPOSAL  - Litter  (Cont‘d) 

further  tipping.  The  indiscriminate  depositing  of  litter  continues  to  be 
an  ever  increasing  problem  and  the  **Anti  Litter  Week”  in  July  appeared  to 
have  little  effect  in  this  District. 

Early  in  the  year  the  policy  was  adopted  of  leaving  the  Council’s 
tips  permanently  open  with  a view  to  encouraging  the  proper  disposal  of 
unwanted  refuse,  and  this  has  proved  to  be  worth  while. 


Disposal 

This  is  achieved  by  '’Controlled  Tipping”  principally  in  pits  at 
Warmwell  and  Cattistock.  A B85  International  Loader  owned  by  the  Council 
is  used  to  keep  both  tips  in  good  order.  Refuse  from  a part  of  the 
Southern  area  of  the  District  is  more  economically  disposed  of  at  the 
Weymouth  Corporation  Tip,  by  arrangement,  at  10/-  per  load.
